FOR THE'CARE OF THE INSANE. 


STATE CONVENTION DELEGATES. 


In last Monday's Inquirer is printed an 


interview with Dr. B. H. Detwiler, of Will 
iamsport, one of tho trustees of tho Danville 
Insane Asylum, in regaid to (he anioliora 
lion of a condition which presents tho prope 
care of the insane patients of the institutions 
of this Slate. It appears that over a year 
ago the State hospitals held nearly 2,000 
mere patients than the hospitals were built 
to hold and there are numbers of insane 
which cannot be admitted into any State 
hospital for lack of room. 


The proposition has already been made 


that the Legislature shall authorize the ex- 
pcudituieof nearly a million of dollars in 
erecting a new hospital. 
Dr. Uetwiler pre- 


sents a different and apparently a more sat- 
isfactory plan of expending the amount than 
by the erection of a new buildiug. His idea 
is to di\ide the sum among the five existing 
institutions to be expended in enlarging 
each. The Norristown Asylum, for instance, 
with its share oi such an appropriation could 
double its present accommodations. Dr. 
Uetwiler's plan would not only be the most 
economical, but also the most satisfactory, 
Tho expenditures would, too, benefit several 
sections of the Slate instead of one. The ap- 
portionment plan suggested in the Inquirer's 
interview is one which at least deserves care- 
ful consideration by the members of the 
Legislature. 


If Quay delegates wiu at the primaries in 


Lancaster ou Satuiday the fight of the fac- 
tious for supremacy will have been decided. 
A most desperate effort is being made by the 
Wanarniiker-Flinn-iMartia aggregation to win 
the day.

their two brothers, Peter D. Thropp and 
Frank W. Thropp, are equally interested. 
The vice president is Charles A. May, of the 
Mattock Pottery Company, who is also Water 
Commissioner for Treuton, The Sheriff of 
Mercer County, Harry A. Ash more, is the 
secretary. 
With Captain George F. Tjler 


for manager, whom everybody in Bristol 
knows as a most courteous and energetic busi- 
ness man, it will be seen that the new cor- 
poration is a strong one arid thoroughly 
capable of giving the traveling public a quick 
and efficient service. 


The company would like to land its boats 


in Brislol at the Walnut street wharf, oppo- 
site 
the 
GA/.ETTB office, and its appli- 


cation ior 
the lease of that 
wharf is 


now held under consideration by the Bor- 
ough Council. If the lease is made the com- 
pany will immediately improve the wharf 
by extending it further out, in the river on 
pilings so as not to obstruct the rurient, and 
erect thereon an ornamental waiting room 
and shed for passengers.

They are

that company and are arranged as twins for 
propelling the twin screws, which are now 
being mnde of steel

from tho former ones and are a little laiger. 


A Remedy for Snow Drifts. 


The recent bliztard demonstrated a tact 


that should not be disregarded. When a se- 
vere drifting snowstorm comes the roads fill 
up to the top of the fences, while the fields 
are swept clear, thus forcing all travel 
through the latter. A remedy for this has 
been discovered. It is the substitution of 
wire fences for the old-time rail or board 
fences. The effect of this was clearly shown 
at Petin Valley and in that vicinity. From 
John R. Breeoe's store to Morrisville there 
are no fences ou on« side of the road. On 
Monday after the blizzard the Treuton de- 
livery wagons were all able to get as fur as 
Penn Valley but no farlheron account of the 
fences oil each side, which caused the drift- 
ing snow to fill the load to the fence tops. 
The division road lunuing past the properly 
of Postmaster William Watson at Penn Val- 
ley from the pike west was clear of drifts 
during the late storms for the first time in 
Mr. Watson's recollection. 
He attributes 


this entirely to the change of some of the old 
fences to the wire fence which is DOW placed 
on both sides of the road. 
Wherever the 


board fences were the county was put to con- 
siderable expense in clearing a path through 
the drifts. 
It would be economy in the long 


run to have all road fences constructed of 
wire.

replauked 
She began her trips for the 


season on Monday. 


The Jobn E. Thropp & Sons Company, the 


builders of the Pokouoket's engines,is one of 
the large industries of Trenton 
At present 


the company is building a nest of 17 boileis 
of 24,000 horsepower capacity (or the John 
A. tloebling Sons Company aud are con- 
structing four large cement machines for the 
Alpha, N J., Portland Cement Company, 
which weigh 56,000 pounds apieoe. 
One of 


the principal businesses the company is en- 
gaged in is the building of marine en- 
gines, having shipped several months fig i 
four large triple expansion engines and the 
rauchiuery for lour large river steamers 
which will ply on the Amazon, in Brazil. 
They also furnished last year all the material 
for six marine engines built at New Orleans. 
Mr. Thropp's Sons are now building for 
their own pleasure a speed yacht to be used 
on the Delaware, which will develop a speed 
of 20 miles an hour at the expense of a 100- 
horsepower engine. 


The company's works are most complete. 


Besides the large machine shop there is an 
iron foundry where all Ihe heavy and liglit 
castings are made, a brass foundry, a boiler 
works and a blacksmith shop. 


Charles Thomas, formerly of Bristol, is 


the head draftsman in the drafungroom. 
A 


complete pattern shop, in which stored 
over $160,000 worth of machine patterns, is 
an important branch of the industry 


In addition to their interests in this large 


works, the four brothers in the steamboat 
company, Thomas H , Joan E , Jr., Peter D 
and Frank W. Thropp, are the owners of the 
Eureka Flint and Spar Company Works, at 
Trenton, which is one of the largest mills in 
the United Slates for the manufacture of the 
ingredients used in the making of pottery. 
The output of the mill is about 1,'200 tons a 
month. The company owns its own mines 
where the spar i'i selected by careful work- 
men, and the flint used undergoes a careful 
inspection. It was an industry of this char- 
acter which was looking last year for a loca- 
tion in Bi istol.

One of the greatest oppor (unities for pen- 


sion frauds has been abolished. In the 
future a widow cannotdraw a pension unless 
she marries the old man "prior to or during 
the military or naval service of the veteran 
on account of whose service the pension is 
asked or claimed.'' 
Under this law a woman 


who marries a veteran after he has per- 
formed the service for which he may claim a 
pension cannot herself obtain a pension on 
his death. This will stop such injustice as 
that shown now iu the pension roll, where 
there are 2,107 widows drawing pensions on 
account of the war of 1812, although there 
are only three survivors of that war now liv- 
ing. The bill also provides that in future 
the widow in order to get a pension must 
have lived from the time of the marriage 
with the veteran until the time of his death, 
which will shut off divorced women from 
claiming pensions as they do now. A move 
has thus been made in the right direction. 
The pension list is far from being a roll of 
honor. Thousands of perfectly healthy and 
able-bodied ex-soldiers are living upon the 
bounty of the government. Ihe time is 
coming when the list will have to be neces- 
sarily purged of all dishonest entries.

Quay Delegates Elected. 


'Special Correspondence.) 


Harrisburg, March 21.—Stalwart Re- 


publicans of Pennsylvania have taken 
the case of the senatorial, caucus bolt- 
ers in hand and wherever an opportunity 
presents itselt to publicly rebuke their 
actions it is done in a most approved 
and emphatic fashion. Legislators who 
returned here yesterday from their home 
districts are unanimous in testifying to 
the intense feeliug of hostility that ex- 
ists among Republicans to the handful 
of bolters who have thus far prevented 
the election of the Republican caucus 
nominee for United 
States senator. 


Wherever primary elections are held this 
feeling is clearly evinced in the vote for 
delegates to the Republican state con- 
vention. First came Indiana county, 
where the anti-Quayites were beaten by 
about ],200 majority on a popular vote. 
Then TJ'mon county, where the Martm- 
Fhmi-Wanamakev combine spent a big 
wad of money, nid heralded in advance 
that Quay's frieiijs would be beaten two 
to one. Here, too, the supporters of Col- 
onel Quay won out handsomely, their 
candidate for delegate to the state con- 
vention, 
Captain 
Hothermel, an old 


soldier, sweeping everything before him. 
The anti-Quay candidate did not carry a 
single* election pieomot in the county. 
Next came Wairen county, where ex- 
Congressman C. W. Stone resides, and 
where the anti-Quay men declared that 
the Beaver statesman's friends might as 
vi ell make no effort to win as they had 
not the phost of a chance any how. Here, 
Again, the two delegates elected to the 
state convention, Messrs. W. S. Pierce 
nndjW. R. Rice, are publicly committed 
in favor of Colonel Quay. The most com- 
plete knockout given the combiners wan 
In Blair county. Through peculiar ma- 
nipulations of the combine agents and the 
expenditure of large sums of money, the 
delegates from the county have for tho 
last four times been opposed to the regu- 
lar Republican organization in the state. 
A great effort was made this time by the 
game influences to keep the county in the 
combine column. Flinn, as he did in 
Union county, went to Altoona himself 
to direct tlie fight. He was accompanied 
by Koontz, of Somerset; Henry, one of 
David Martin's men, from Philadelphia; 
Weller, of Bedford, and other bolters of 
the Republican .caucus. They made a 
number of speeches attacking Colonel 
Quay. The primaries came off last Satur- 
day. The result was a sweeping victory 
for Colonel Quay's friends, two of the 
three delegates elected to the state con- 
Tention being publicly pledged to the 
Quay organization and the other, al- 
though not actually committed to either 
Bide, can be counted upon to go along 
with the organization. The victory was 
more than State Chairman BIkin and 
the other organization leaders counted 
upon. They practically left the direction 
of the fight to their friends in the county 
and did not give them any outside as- 
sistance. The anti-Quay men are in n 
very bad way over this licking. They say 
they were beaten through over confi- 
dence. On the heels of these crushing de- 
feats of the Martin-Fllnn band of party 
wreckers comes the news from Delaware 
county, where the anti-Quay men have 
thrown up the sponge and withdrawn all 
opposition to the four stalwart candi- 
dates for delegates to -the state conven- 
tion. The primaries take place next Sat- 
urday. They were picked out by leader 
Mathewi, who is a supporter of Senator 
QUIT and who ia the recognized head of 
the Republican, organization in Delaware 
county. 


In view of these developments H is not 


surprising that the insurgents are in a 
rattled condition.

A frightful yell drives the 
poor brute below again before he has 
had time to fill his lungs. Shortly ho is 
again seen, and the process repeated, 
till at length his body is so gas inflated 
that he cannot sink and falls a prey to 
tho lucky hunter whose spear first 
piei ces that too rich coat of his. 


Luck varies, and the sea otter is 


yearly rarer and more shy, but, if for- 
tunate, each hunter may have from two 
to live skins for the traders as the re- 
sult of his three months' catch.

miss tlio islands Borne score of miles 
away they aro earned out into the 
ocean and certain death.

The Pleasure Seeker* Were More 


NiimeroiiN Thiui CliarcligroerN. 


Would you like to know how the peo- 


ple of London observed their Sunday 
150 years ago? The churches were open, 
of coui se, and there were two services 
in every one, and in some there were 
three; nlso the responsible and respect- 
able citizen took his family to church, 
as a matter of course. 


He made his apprentices go to church 


as well and demanded the text when 
they came homo as n proof of attend- 
ance. Alas, he little knew' that the 
boys were larking all the morning, and 
when the congregation came out stop- 
ped tho old women and got the test 
from them! 


However, those who went elsewhere 


formed the majority. 
The fields round 


the town were filled with companies of 
men, 
called rural societies, who ram- 


bled about all the morning and dined 
together at a tavern. The high consta- 
bles went their rounds among tho vil- 
lages pietending to prevent profanation 
of the day, but they were squared by 
the publicans. 


Informers were about threatening 


publicans, barbers and greengrocers for 
carrying on trade on the S'inday morn- 
ing unloss they paid a little blackmail. 
A shilling was understood to meet the 
case. Barbers sent their apprentices on 
Sunday morning to shave the prisoners 
in the Fleet for nothing, so that they 
might get practice. 


Children were baptized after after- 


noon service, and a supper was given 
afterward to celebrate the occasion. At 
this supper the nurse, it was allowed, 
could blamelessly get drunk. 


The beadles of churches were bribed 


by begg-ars to let them sit on the steps 
and asJc charity of the congregation 
coming out. It was the best business of 
the week. The rails before the houses 
of gentlemen were crowded with beg- 
gars. 


When the ladies got home after 


church, they did not disdain to slap 
their servant if dinner was delayed. 
The fields between the Tottenham court 
road and the Foundling hospital were 
the resort of the sporting fraternity, 
who were assembled to enjoy the inno- 
cent diversions of duck hunting and 
cat hunting, with prizefighting, qnar- 
terstaff, wrestling and other sports. 


The ""pleasure gardens were~open all 


day long. People crowded to them in 
the early morning for breakfast aud j 
staid all day. At 2 there was an ordi- 
nary, in the afternoon and evening an 
organ recital; there was tea in the al- 
coves, and in the evening there was 
supper. 


In the evening, when they reluctant- 


ly came away, with as much punch as 
they could hold, they formed them- 
selves into bands for purposes of pro- 
tection, while the footpads looked out 
on the road for single passengers, or, 
haply, drunken pasFongeis, whom it was 
easy and a pleasure to rob. 


And this was tho way of a Sunday 


in June or July, 17(10.—London Queen

The devil is now very scarcb and will 
soon be extinct, but 111 the early con- 
vict days of tho island—when Tasma- 
nia, then called Van Dieniaii's Land, 
was the penal settlement for the worst 
class of British convicts—-they were 
plentiful, taid many gbast.lv stories 
were afloat of their attacks npon escaped 
convicts who had tnken to tin; bush. 


It is believed that the name of devil 


was bestowed on the animals by the 
convicts, who had learned to look upon 
them with almost superstitious fear, 
partly in consequence of their appear- 
ance, but still nibre owing to their un- 
tiring perseverance in following up an 
enemy to the last with what looked like 
undying hatred. No specimen has ever 
been found on the continent of Austra- 
lia.—Lippincott's Magazine.

through his hand. For murder (that 
was often manslaughter) they tied the 
living to the deatl, back to back, and 
threw them overboard.''
